This may be an old idea, but I have found it to be pretty handy. When I 
started making my own boards, I would do the parts layout on a piece of 
graph paper the same size as the actual board. If everything looked 
like it'd fit, I would then take my double side copper board and start 
laying the parts out and mark with a pencil where the leads would pass 
thru to the other side. One at a time, I'd drill, countersink and when 
all the parts that were tied together was laid out, I'd draw an island 
around it. Put on the resist, then etch. As you can imagine, this was 
very slow. I tried making a mirror image of the layout, hoping to 
transfer it to the bottom of the copper board, using carbon paper. It 
didn't work. Then while at the stationary store, I saw "Liquid Paper", 
typing correction film. This works well on the copper. Now what I do 
is ground to the backside of the copper and make the islands on the top. 
This method can get a little cramped for soldering but you get the hand 
of it and learn what parts to solder first. I take some Liquid Paper, 
tape it to the board, lay my layout on top and then with a pencil, trace 
the lines connecting the parts. I put an "x" on the board in pencil to 
mark where I need to drill for ground. When you lift up your layout and 
L.P., you find nice, solid, white lines. For the resist, I use thinned 
down nail polish, ( I prefer bright red ,makes me feel sexy when I'm 
etching) and just lay it down onto the white lines. Because the nail 
polish is thinned, I can make a line as thin as I want and where I need 
plenty of copper, I can make a large pad-path. There's always space left 
to put some extra pads for mods or additions etc. When the polish is 
nice and dry, I mask the ground side off with tape and place the board, 
parts side down into my etching juice. When its finished and washed, I 
remove the mask and then place the board in a solution of TINNIT. I 'm 
sure there are faster methods, but for low cost, you can't beat it.

I checked my antenna, and it is no longer resonant at 7MHz, it's now 
about 8MHz. This is the opposite that I thought would happen, because I 
am not using copperweld or anything and I thought it would stretch, 
lowering the frequency. Would raising the antenna also raise the freq? I 
raised it about 15ft on both ends, so now its about 20 feet up. Maybe 
when I get it tuned right I will notice a difference from the height. I 
wonder how I worked those stations, because there is no return loss at 
all at 7mhz. Hmmm, maybe I won't need that 40m quad :-). 


When I switched the radio to the internal dummy load, the sidetone was 
normal. That must be the problem, and maybe the wet conditions here are 
contributing.

I have found the quickest way to make a PC layout from 
my high school teacher. This is only good for single 
sided. We didn't have the nice transfer's and mask's 
back then (or couldn't afford them) as this seemed 
awful simple to me and I still use this technique for 
small boards and experimenting. I never seen 
breadboard till I was out of high school. 


1 sketch out your circuit on paper (full size). I found it 
simple to layout the chips by pressing the sockets 

through the sketch paper before you start drawing. 

The holes make a nice starting place. 


2 After the sketch (or layout from other source) I would 


cut the same exact size copper clad board. Make a Xerox 
copy of the sketch and tape it to the copper clad board 


3 Take a nail or scribe and mark all the pads through the 

paper by piercing through the paper, and also makes a 

nice punch for the drill bit. Don't hit it to hard as it will swell 
the copper and damage the fiberglass. 


4 remove the paper and use a nice Sharpie pen (the one 

with the good smell) to draw the layout on the copper foil. 
The punch marks make nice landmarks to keep ya from 

getting lost. For those that have never used the pen method 
make sure the buildup of ink is ample. 


5 Drop the board in the solution and watch the unwanted 
copper disappear. 


Believe it or not I did a SMT TICK keyer not to long ago for 
a TS-50 using this technique.

EMC testing is usually lumped together with EMI testing. 
EMC stands for Electro Magnetic Compatibility, and EMI 
stands for Electro Magnetic Interference, (kind of like 
generic TVI, without a TV). The purpose of this kind 

of testing is to check for spuriously radiated signals, 
(whether or not you happen to be transmitting) and their 
effect on other electrical/electronic products or devices. 


Not sure where you'd find standards for this, but check 

the FCC web site as they are the ones most concerned 

this kind of stuff. It's normally required for meeting type 
acceptance criteria. You might find it under the part 15 
rules, as the only things I've ever seen tested for this 
recently are personal computers and peripherals.

I was having a problem similar to yours. I fixed it by soldering the 
connections. It is probably caused by the combination of water gathering in 
the connections and RF energy. The water tends to stay where the wire is 
tied together like a "sponge." The EMF energy causes electrolysis with the 
water the same way that salt causes the electrolysis of iron making it rust.

Gang, 


I posted some problems with my SST awhile back, and have been trying to 
troubleshoot it when I get a chance. I was asked to let the group know what 
the situation was, so here goes: 


The inital problem with a lack of TX AND RX. On the RX side, with the 
volume cranked full CW I could hear a slight hiss, so I knew the audio amp 
was working. On the TX side, I knew the oscillator chain was good, because 
I could hear myself on the monitor receiver, but no output from the antenna 
jack. This pretty much narrowed the problem down to the output filter - 
it's involved in RX and TX, and it's after the oscillator chain. 


A thorough check revealed something I missed in the first couple of looks at 
the problem - one of the toroids was open. I missed it earlier because I 
had inadvertantly been touching the DMM probe to the end of the wire (and 
found continuity), but later discovered there wasn't any continuity between 
solder pads. Checked ALL the solder pads again just to be sure, but the one 
was all that had a problem. Out came the toroid - I rewound it for good 
measure, stripped the ends VERY carefully, and reinstalled. Flipped the 
power on, and was greeted by the beautiful sound of atmospheric noise. All 
was well, or so I thought. Tried keying the rig, STILL no TX output. 


Rechecked solder pads, the zener diode, drive pot, and C31. All A-OK. 


Finally pulled Q2, the final transistor. Made a check (according to 
directions from Mike Heitmann - NOSO), and discovered it was open. Mike 
seemed to think it was probably a result of the mismatch created by the open 
toroid in the output filter. I have a replacement 2SC799 on the way, along 
with one of the ECG parts mentioned in the manual. Going to try the 
hopped-up ECG-series and see how it does. If it doesn't work out, I'll 
install my replacement 2SC799. 


So there you have it. Hopefully this info will help someone out. I'll let 
you all know if the SST comes to life as soon as the transistors get here! 
Hopefully not long thereafter you'll hear me on 30m QRP...

Howdy Folks, 


With new General upgrades on the List (and others 
getting ready to do so), I thought I'd put ina 
plug for my favorite band - 30m. So, why 30m? 


First off, it's one of the most polite and friendly 

bands. I've never been QRM'd/tuned up on while 

operating there. Maybe I've just been lucky, or 

perhaps the band just attracts ops with better "ears". :-) 


Next, despite the fact that we're a secondary 
service on the band (must not QRM the existing fixed 
services), there's plenty of clear operating space. 


30M is also nice for QRP in particular, since there's 
a 200W limit for the band. 


Finally (and perhaps most important) there's DX you 
can work! Lots of it! Like the other WARC bands (and 
10M) you General hams have access to the xentirex 
amateur band on 30m! No more listening to DX 25KHz 


below your privileges. If you hear it, you can work 
it! And the DX is there, guaranteed. Sunspots or not! 


The trick with 30m (like any other band, but somehow 
a bit more "magical" here) is to simply learn how the 
band behaves. If I want to work the Pacific Rim, I 
know that my HB 1/4-wave Vert will start pulling in 
JAs and ZLs about 5-6 hours after local sunset. If 

I want to work Europe, "greyline" propagation is the 
ticket. 


>From AZ I can almost always work at least one trans- 
pacific station each and every night (barring solar 
storms). In fact, by amazing coincidence, last night 

I received a 559 from Tony in New Zealand, and a 579 
from Masa in Japan . ;-) And yes, I was QRP with my 
simple HB ground-mounted wire vertical (the 34 radials 
help!). 


Your mileage may vary, but if you've been sitting 
around looking for a great spot to park your RF, 

I can nearly guarantee 30M will surprise you. One of 
the best kept secrets of ham radio. Just don't tell 
anyone else. ;-) 


So cut an antler for 10.1 MHz and give it a try! 
Here's a tip - many of the JAs hang out between 10.125 
and 10.135. Not sure why, may be due to interference 
lower down by the fixed services.

>I plan to lay down some radials, but I heard about feeding it "folded 
unipole" or some fashion that doesn't >depend on the radials system so much 
for it's performance? 


I use to believe that the folded unipole had this attribute among others 
after reading several articles in the Ham literature. I was first introduced 
to the folded unipole in an article that appeared in the May 1979 issue of 
Ham Radio Magazine titled "The Folded Umbrella." In the mid 80s I built one 
and did some A-B testing on 40M with a friend who had a standard 1/4 
vertical with a fair radial system. His system was working better until I 
installed (16) 15 foot radials. After doing that the A-B comparisons seemed 
to favor the unipole over the standard vertical. 


After a number of years and having built some smaller versions of my orginal 
unipole I have come to the conclusion that my larger unipole results were do 
more to polarization deversity effects because of the large diamond shape 
loop of the drop wires. Picture a vertical pole with two diamond loops at 
right angles to each other. The loops are joined together and attached to 
the top of the pole. The bottom loops are joined together but attached to 
one side of the open-wire feed line at the bottom. The other side of the 
open-wire feed went to ground along with the base of the vertical pole. I 


used this configuration for about a year before deciding to move it further 
away from the house because of TVI and phone interference. 


I used various configurations of this antenna on all bands with good 
results for a number of years. It however doesn't work any better then a 
standard vertical of the same size. I started to suspect this after making 
some comparsions between a standard vertical and one of of my smaller 
folded unipole designs. 


For an in-depth NAB paper along with graphs and data comparing the Folded 
Unipole with the standard 1/4 wave check out the following URL:

After reading this article it only confirmed what I had been suspecting for 
some time about the unipole. Below is a small abstract of the article. 


PURPOSE OF RESEARCH 


The folded unipole is sometimes viewed as having beneficial characteristics 
beyond its utility for shunt feeding towers which must be grounded at their 
bases. One common belief is that a folded unipole produces significantly 
higher radiation than a series-fed tower of the same height. Two additional, 
related beliefs are that a folded unipole does not require a ground system 
and that, if the wire cage dimensions can be adjusted to produce a much 
higher input resistance than for the serie-fed case (meaning lower input 
current), the current flowing in the ground system can be reduced. It is 
also commonly believed that folded unipoles have better bandwidth than 
series-fed towers. A test plan was devised to evaluate the performance of a 
folded unipole in comparison with a series-fed tower with these areas of 
interest. 


This should dispel the "myth" of the unipole, a myth I bought into myself.

Hi Steve, the 'folded unipole' raises the feedpoint impedance 
for verticals with xhorizontalx radials. Otherwise, the non- 
folded unipole has a feedpoint impedance of about 35 ohms and 
requires matching of some kind for optimum efficiency. But the 
folded unipole does not alleviate the need for a good radial 
system. If you really do not want to put down a good radial 
system, a vertical xdipole*x will work pretty well. Without 
loading, that's about 70ft high on 40m. Of course, you can use 
coils in each leg of the vertical dipole to reduce the length 
but with reduced efficiency. "There's no such thing as a free 
lunch", especially with antennas. 


Moral: You just cannot beat a good ground plane with lots of 
radials for a vertical monopole (unless you are floating in salt 
water). Note that there are no ‘folded monopoles' (to the best 
of my knowledge) used on commercial AM radio antennas. That 
should speak volumes about reality (or my ignorance of 

reality :-).

Here's an idea for putting a pointer on the reduction caps which 
Keith/WB2VU0 recently made available. I've been imagining how to make a 
"Velvet Vernier" (R) type dial using these caps but needed a simple way 
to fix a pointer on the outer/main shaft. To do this I cut a length 
(about 3/4") of 1/4" ID 9/32" OD brass tubing and made 6 slits about 1/2 
way down the tube using a jeweller's saw. Then, to get the tube to 
"grab" the main shaft when slid in place, I put a snap ring around the 
tube (slit end). I've been looking for the spring type hose clamps to 
serve this purpose but have been unable to locate any. The snap ring 
works but needs a little help to get good compression around the tubing. 
I slid a strip of paper under the clip around the tubing. The nice thing 
about this arrangement is that it does not stick out far from the shaft 
(massive hole in panel not required). I have also been thinking about 
cutting a piece of spring to fit around the tubing but have yet to try 
this. 


The pointer can be made from a small piece of 1/8" clear acrylic and 
epoxied onto the tubing. A nice sharp hairline can be made by making a 
knife scratch down the acrylic, running a sharpie over the scratch and 
then wiping off the excess with a finger (the ink stays in the scratch). 


With this arrangement, the cap can be mounted behind a panel with the 
shaft fed through a relatively small hole. The dial is mounted on the 
outside of the panel, the pointer slid on the shaft, a cover piece 
mounted over the dial and finally a 1/8" shaft knob attached to the 


reduction shaft. A good reproduction dial (roundial.zip) is available 
at:

Backpackers: 


In response to Patrick s (KD40BQ) recent posting, I dug out the 
Autumn, 1987 issue of SPRAT, the Journal of the Q-QRP Club, where on 
page 13 my article, "Super Portable Keyer Paddle," appears. Here is an 
excerpt with a few bracketed changes: 


"When I carry HF equipment in a backpack I put a high premium on saving 
weight. Ordinary keyer paddles are definitely stay-at-homes, but keyer 
operation is a lot easier [than straight keying] when the mosquitoes are 
biting or when the frost is biting. So, I built a substitute keyer 
paddle from the junk box. 

"The paddle consists of two light-touch momentary SPST switches mounted 
back-to-back, with the buttons facing in opposite directions. The 
version for right-handed operators [has] the thumb-button on top and 
pointing left as you look at it on end, and the pointer-finger button of 
the bottom and facing right. The reason may not be obvious, but once 
the paddle is assembled, you find that the pointer-finger naturally 
hangs down lower than the thumb when paddling. Southpaws should use the 
reverse configuration. 

"The momentary switches are first glued together. The common ground 
solder connection also helps hold them together. Then---and this is the 
key---(oops...terrible pun!) the pair are wrapped together with strong 
cloth-reinforced tape, tapering down around the connector wires. 
[Shrink-wrap does the job just as well, and weights less and looks 


better!] This .. . gives the paddle the necessary stiffness so that it 
can be mounted on the side of the backpack QRP rig with three strong 
elastic bands [rubber bands for North Americans], or simply held in the 
non-keying hand." 


Incidentally, the original sketch which accompanies the SPRAT 
article was drawn by Margaret Wheat, now KD7CEL and my wife! We re 
getting ready for a Pacific Crest Trail trek this summer. Yesterday she 
got her 40-m Novice SST on the air. We re waiting for delivery of a 
miniature 100-kilohm linear-taper pot to install a Jackson Harbor Press 
PK-2 keyer inside the SST. Guess what kind of paddle she s planning to 
use!
